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ECONOMIC HIGHLIGHTS 

Happenings That Affect the Future of Every 

Individual and International Problems 

Inseparable From Local Welfare 

The next presidential election is well over a year 
away, but all the political camps are speculating on 
who the candidates will be, and the hopefuls are out 
looking for delegates. And there are plenty of straws 
In the wind. 

Some months ago it was widely forecast that Mr. 
Truman would not run again. Recent developments 
make it look as if that forecast was decidely wrong. 
More and more .people, including both supporters 
and opponents of the President, now think that he 
will ask for and receive the nomination. There are 
various reasons for this. Mr. Truman has been nettled 
by the setbacks Congress has given his program — 
particularly in civil rights and welfare legislation — 
and he obviously believes that if he takes his case to 
the people they will support him. He is intensely re- 
sentful at the attacks on Dean Acheson and other mem- 
bers of his Administration and he wants his policies 
and his appointments to be justified by another vic- 
tory at the polls. And he believes, in all sincerity, 
that he is the best man available for the biggest job 
in the world. 

If Mr. Truman does not run, he will name the 
Democratic candidate. There is no argument about 
that. The power of the presidency is so great these 
days that it is inconceivable that the nominating con- 
vention would go against his wishes. 

On the Republican side, Taft leads, but ho isn't in 
by a long shot. The Senator from Ohio occupies a 
curious position. All concede that he is one of the 
ablest men in the Senate. He probably knows more 
about the complex workings of the government than 
anyone in public life today. He is thorough and 
conscientious and at all times he comes close to brilli- 
ance. He has organized and led the President's opposi- 
tion, and he has more to say about GOP policy than 
anyone else. Yet, even among his friends and admir- 
ers, there is a feeling that Taft could not win — that, 



from the vote-getting standpoint, he might be a 
weak candidate. This, is the feeling that Taft must 
overcome if he Is to be nominated. In the meantime, 
he has more convention votes in his pocket than any 
other Republican possibility. It has been said he la 
General MacArthur's choice. If that is so, he has 
gained an important asset. 

Most curious of all is the Elsenhower situation. 
The General's prestige Is enormous, here and abroad. 
He has a record which is almost beyond criticism. 
He has a warm and attractive personality, and little 
■of austerity that is generally associated with top mili- 
tary men. But no one knows— or, at least, no one In 
a position to know has said — whether he is a Repub- 
lican or a Democrat. Eisenhower followers in both 
parties are urging his candidacy. And no one knows 
what his views are on many vital subjects. The gen- 
eral opinion is that he is a strong internationalist In 
foreign policy, and that he tends to a relatively con- 
servative stand on domestic policy. 

The polls indicate that Mr. Truman's popularity is 
at a very low ebb. They also show General Eisen- 
hower at the top In public esteem. But it Is not likely 
that Mr. Truman puts much stock in polls after the 
He has a warm and attractive personality, nd little 
1948 miracle. 

A few think that Mr. Truman may decide to vol- 
untarily retire, come out for Eisenhower, and thus 
dumfound the Republicans, Others are equally certain 
that Eisenhower will run on the G O P ticket If the 
nomination is offered him. In any event, the General 

is the biggest question mark in all the speculations.

HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF 

One of the best of Dorothy Thompson's recent 
newspaper columns dealt with the workings of the 
Office of Price Stabilization controls. Miss Thomp- 
son laid special stress on the meat problem, point- 
ing out that OPS policies have caused severe short- 
ages in various parts of the country. 

Then she said, "Normally speaking, the 'law of 
supply and demand influences prices. Where supply 
exceeds demand,- prices fall; where supply is short 
and demand high, they rise. But where a commodity 
which has become a standard article of consumption 
disappears from the market, persons outside the mar- 
ket will supply it to those willing to pay.

In the course of her article .Miss Thompson also 
observed that black market suppliers are buying new- 
born bull calves at auction at fantasically high prices. 
After the animals are raised to marketable size, it 
would be utterly impossible to sell the meat at the 
legal figure. So, inevitably, this meat will flow into 
under-the-counter channels— and the average family 
will not be able to buy it. 

History repeats itself, and this time O P S is re- 
peating the history of O P A :r. almost exact detail. 

The black market is back, and is growing. People 
are having to go without things they want, because 
they can't find them in the legal market. Produc- 
tion is being discouraged in vital fields. That always 
happens when government runs the economy.

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New Dusting Methods 
Tested in Michigan 

Charging Fungicides May 
! Revolutionize Spraying 

' Fighting insects and plant dla- 
' cases which damage farm crops 
• may be revolutionized by charging 
'dust particles in fungicides and In- 
secticides with electricity, Michigan 
[researchers reported recently. 

•■ Laboratory tests by Michigan 
i State College researchers show 
'charging of dust particles of normal 
j dusting compounds gets five to ten 
[times better coverage than through 
i usual dusting processes. 
, A. W. Ferrali, head of the MSC 
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Henry D. Bowcn, assistant in 
agricultural engineering at MSC, 
is shown experimenting with 
apples in the electrostatic dust- 
ing process. 

agricultural engineering depart- 
ment, says field tests will be made 
this summer to try the new process 
commercially. 

Fine dust particles of the fungi- 
cides and Insecticides are charged 
with from 12,000 to 20,000 volts as 
they emerge from the nozzle of a 
regular commercial dusting ma- 
chine. This high charge is held for 
several seconds. With dusts blown 
at a velocity of a mile a minute, 
It permits them to travel a great 
distance before losing the electric 
charge. 

Engineers estimate the cost of 
necessary electrical attachments for 
the ordinary four-row duster would 
run around $300.

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Higher Education 
Doesn't Help Gal's 
Matrimonial Chance 

NEW YORK, N. Y.— Higher edu- 
cation seemingly hinders rather 
than helps the American girl's 
chances for romance that leads to 
matrimony. 

Among women at ages 35 to 44 
with less than seven years of school' 
ing, almost 85 per cent have been 
married at one time or other, ac- 
cording to Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company statisticians, where- 
as among those with more schooling 
the porportton married declines to 
60 per cent for high school gradu- 
ates, and to 83 per cent for those 
with at least one year of college. 

Girls with higher education who 
do marry, the statisticians observe, 
acquire husbands with more school- 
ing. 

Encouraging to marriage-minded 
girls is the finding that prospects 
for an early marriage, traditionally 
excellent for the average American 
girl, have become even brighter in 
recent years. The total number of 
married women In the United States 
has increased by some 8,000,000 
since 1940, now standing at about 
38,000,000. 

"The present total reflects tha 
marriage boom of tha war and Im- 
mediate postwar years," the sta- 
{ tlsticlans point out, "and is a rec- 
ord high, not only in absolute num- 
bers but percentage-wisa to tha 
adult population as well." 
The statisticians also show that: 
American wives are relatively 
young— two fifths under 35 years of 
age, and only one sixth over 55. 

In three fourths of all families 
.the wife is somewhat younger than 
I her husband. In only one family in 
eight Is she older than her spouse, 
and then generally by a small 
I margin. In the remaining eighth of 
;tht families, husband and wife are 
.the same age. 

About two out of every three 
American women were employed 
;at some time before they were 
married, and many continue to work 
after marriage until the first baby 
comes. Almost one half of all wives 
are employed through the first 
year of marriage, as against less 
than one in five at the time of the 
i fifth wedding anniversary. 

Currently, the odds are two to 
one that the wife will outlive her 
'husband!

LOS ANGELES— Zoologists at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles have disclosed that the 
Texas nighthawk has been fitted 
by nature with a built-in cooling 
system in its mouth. The inborn 
icebox allows the bird to sit on its 
nies in 110-degree temperatures, 
they say. 

According to the scientists, the 
natural refrigerator works like this: 

When temperatures rise, the bird 
opens its mouth; unique throat 
muscles fan air over large veins; 
moisture from oral surfaces is 
evaporated, cooling the hawk's 
blood supply. 

Dr. Raymond B. Cowles said that 
nature apparently worked out this 
system. The night-flying bird, which 
has no sweat glands, must sit on 
•eggs under a broiling sun. They 
[cover their eggs during the day, 
jhe explained, not to keep them 
Iwarm, but to keep them from being 
parboiled.
